A MEAN LAW 


Canadian Lake Steamers to be 
Debarred from Carrying Pas- 
sengers to American Ports. 


(Montreal Witness) - , 

Detroit, August 18;—The United 
States Department of Commerce and 
Labor yesterday issued a circular let- 
ter to all collectors. of customs of 
the great, lakés calling attention to 
the law which’ forbids Canadian ex- 
cursion vessels from transporiing 
passengers from Ameritan ports to 
Canadian ports or from Canadian to 
American ports and: Wack.

He Suffered In the French Revo- 
lution, but Took His Revenge.

At the close of the war for American 
independence a: young Virginian, Sid- 
ney, Pyle, who had served as a lieu- 
tenant {n-the patriot army, visited 
Paris.

Had it been his part alone to dis- 
cover the nature of the accusation that 
led to his imprisonment he would nev- 
er have been informed. Through the 
girl he was to have married. he learned 
that. he had been accused of circulat- 
ing documents calling the attention of 
the French people to the advantages 
of a form of government similar to 
that recently inaugurated in the Unit- 
ed States. .His accusers were, first, the 
Marquis de Beauchamp, who hud been 
a suitor for Amelie’s band; second, 
Charles de Forles, whom Pyle had 
beaten witb foils at a fencing tourna- 
ment before the court; third, Jean de 
Pavnes, who had insulted Pyle for the 
purpose of drawing him into a reul 
duel, intending by trickery to kill bim, 
The motives of the three men were not 
made entirely clear or why they con- 
spired together, but it was evident 
that Beauchamp had been the prime 
mover. 

Pyle languished in prison several 
years. He heard Httle from the out- 
side, but what he did hear was that 
the Countess Amelie was secretly true 
to him. It would not be safe for her 
to express herself, so far as he was 
concerned, openly. He also heard that 
the discontent among the people was 
daily growing. Then it reached his 
ears that the guards protecting the 
Bastille were being greatly strengthen- 
ed. One day he heard indications of 
commotion witbout—shouts, musketry, 
cannon. Then came sounds of the 
breaking down of doors and finally a 
wild, demoniacal throng entered, sbout- 
ing: 

“You are free!” 

Sidney Pyle before his (ncarceration 
had been full of kindliness for all 
mankind. He left the Bastille con- 
sumed by a thirst for revenge. One 
feeling alone at first dominated him—a 
‘desire to learn {f the woman he loved 
was in danger. Happily he discovered 
that her fatber, who was a stanch 
royalist, bad taken his family across 
the border, making, with a few others, 
a vucleus for that multitude of emi- 
gres whicb followed. 

Pyle, having been a political prison- 
er, bad nothing to fear from the revo- 
lution. Indeed, he was carried out 
on the shoulders of the mob and amid 
their acclamations. Had It not been 
for a purpose he bad fn view he might 
have been tempted to become one of 
the leaders in the cause of freedom. 
But bis purpose now that be knew the 
countess was safe kept him in another 
channel, His object was to find the 
whereabouts of the three men who had 
conspired against him, Jean de Paynes 
was’ the only one of the three who had 
remained In Paris. He bad joined the 
revolutionists und was a power among 
them. ‘The other two, being royalists 
und known tc nave been the cause of 
the Imprisonmeat of. many persons on 
necusation of disloyalty, had gone to 
Belgium. , 

Pyle’s first intention was to settle 
with De Paynes. But an open attack 
apon a man who was daily sending

people te the’ guillotine would only re- 
sult in disaster. Such a course’ was 
not :to.-be thought of. Pyle learned 
that -his'enemy was accustomed at 
night to frequent a certain cafe, He 
would leave it at a late hour and walk 
to his home on Montmartre. ..One night 
Pyle appeared in this cafe. 
was there talking to an excited crowd 
that-had gathered about him on the 
events of the revolution.. He was a 
violent. Jacobin .and was denouncing 
the conservative Girondists, 

It was 2 o'clock in the morning 
when De Pavnes started for home. 


“Pyle left a few moments later, follow- 


ing. the man he sought until the two 
were alone in a: narrow, . deserted 
street at the base of Montmartre. Pyle 
walked directly behind» De Pavnes till 
the latter not relishing any one at his 


back, turned. Pyle stopped, 


“Who are you, and what do you 
wish?” asked De Pavnes. | : 

“Lam Sidney Pyle of Virginia, whom 
you {mprisoned on a false accusation, 
and I wish to kill you!” 3 

Each wore the sword commonly car- 
ried at the time, and each drew. Pyle 
during his imprisonment had lost both 
strength and skill, but he had not made 


this move till he had recovered both. - 


De Pavnes had been known as one of 


the best swordsmen in Paris, but he’ 


had a bad reputation owing to certain 
foul thrusts he bad made in hig duels, 
Pyle went at him with the coolness of 
a devil and in a‘few seconds ran him 
through the heart. 

The Virginian did not stop to call at- 
tention to his adversary’s dend body, 
though he teft hls mark—a Y—with the 
point of his sword on de Pavnes' 
breast. The next morning he procured 
a horse and set out for Belgium, with 
the intention of paying. a visit to 
Charles de Forles, a meeting with 
whom Pyle relished more than with 
bis late victim, since there was no rev- 
olution to interfere with his design 
across the border. Reaching Brussels, 
he found a crowd of emigres and was 
not long in discovering that De Forles 
was among them. 

One evening, at an entertainment 
given by the Duke of Orleans, Pyle 
saw his enemy standing by a table 
with another person, the two pledging 
each other in a glass of wine. De 
Forles sipped his wine and set the 
glass on the table. Pyle sauntered up, 
took the glass ip bis hand and thre 
the contents in De Forles’ face, 

De Forles, glaring like a tiger, put 
his band to his sword, but, remember- 
ing where he was, refrained and said: 

“Your name,and where are you to 
be found?” 

“My name is Sidney Pyle of Vir- 
ginia, and a message will ‘reach meat 
the ino.” ee le 
At-the name De Forles, who had 
failed to recognize his antagonist, 
started. ; 

“Very well,” he said. ‘We-shall sce 
if you are still the swordsman you 
were.” 

The next morning soon after dawn 
the two men met, and ten minutes 
after they had crossed swords Pyle 
drove the point of his weapon into his 
enemy’s heart. When the surgeon 
tore open the victim’s clothing he 
found on the spot where the sword 
had entered cut in the flesh the letter 
Vv. 

Pyle now made inquiries for the man 
who he felt sire had been the head 
and front of the conspiracy that had 
thrown him into prison on the eve of 
bis intended marriage. The other two 
he considered mere tools of the Mar- 
quis de Beauchamp. The Virgintan 
learned that his enemy was living at 
The Hague. Going there, he inquired 
the way to the marquis’ abode. One 
evening when De Beauchamp was sit- 
ting in his private apartment opening 
out on a balcony a1 man suddenly ap- 
peared standing in the window that 
reached from the celling to the floor. 

“Whbo are you,” cried the marquis, 
“and what do you do here?” 

“I am Sidney Pyle of Virginia, late 
prisoner in the Bastille, and I am here 
to bave it out with you for putting me 
there.” 

Pyle’s sufferings in prison had left 
their imprint on his features. De 
Beauchamp saw there a hungry look, 
a bunger for revenge. Though the 
royalist had escaped the Paris mob, 
ravenous for bread, this embodiment 
of a spirit of revenge had Tollowed 
him. For years when a man had 
stood in his way he had but to throw 
him into prison and the obstacle was 
removed. But now comes one of his 
victims, one who had brought witb 
him from the colony of the English 
virgin queen that thirst for freedom 
which had stemmed the current of 
tyranny. ‘The mhrquis saw in that 
merciless face a sign of his final pun- 
ishment. 

“Do your work,” he said. 
armed.” 

“I am no murderer.” 

In a corner stood a rapier. Pyle 
took it up and handed it to the mar- 
quis. The latter rose, and, passing to 
a portion of the apartment where 
there was more room for a passage at 
arms, each took position and began to 
fight. 

A few minutes later a servant, hear- 
ing the sound of a fall, entered the 
chamber to find the marquis lying on 
the floor, blood oozing from his side. 
No one was visible. A surgeon, being 
called, on examining the wound found 
cut in the skin near the heart the 
letter V. 

One morning the Countess Amelie de 
Carpillier, living in poverty in London, 
was surprised at the appearance of 
Sidazey Pyle. She saw in his face tho 
marks of suffering which had spoken 
so remorselessly to his last victim. 
Pyle took her as his bride to his plan- 
tation in Virginia, and the pleasant 
life they led there gradually effaced 
the horrors they had suffered in their 
youth.

We recommend that we be author- 
ized to have the Park Superintendent 
of Calgary visit Red Deer for’ sev- 
eral days in the near fucure to look 
over our parks with a view to hav- 
ing a detailed plan made. We were 
informed by the Mayor and Chair- 
man of Parks Commission that they 
would have no objection .to his 
coming. ; 

The report of the M.H.O. for July 
shows one case of typhoid. This 
was the only case of contagious or 
infectious disease. . ~ 

We have had Holt Ave. graded 
from: in front of the Massey- 
Harris building to Morrison St. and 
Morrison St. to Gactz. Later ‘it 
will be necessary to put some gravel 
on these streots. 

The drinking fountain purchased by 
the young people has arrived and 
should be set up as soon as possible. 
Mayor Welliver believes it should be 
placed on Ross Street between Gactz 
and Holt’ Ave., as this is where the 
mos: traffic is. Commissioner Steph- 
enson believes it should be sct up on 
Ross St., opposite the Dominion 
Land Office property, for the follow- 
ing reasons : 

(a) The fountain will be used 
more by farmers and teamsters for 
watering their horses than by people, 
in which case it will-not*matter much 
for them to drive half a block far- 
ther. 

(b) Should it be placed near the 
corner of Gaetlz or Holt, where the 
traffic is ‘most congested, there would 
always be a danger of autos coming 
suddenly around the corner and 
frightening horses drinking at the 
trough. if placed about the centre 
of the block this would .ot apply. 

(c) A. team — standing watering 
would be almost straight across the 
street, and this would, to a cer:ain 
extent, block traffic. . 

"(d)-It would naturally interfere 
with the convenience of the mer- 
.chant, whose store it would be in 
front of, and also of his customers, 
who would wish to drive up*to the 
curb in order to Yet their ladies. out 
on the walk and to take delivery of 
their. goods. The delivery rigs of the 
merchants also drive up to the curb 
in front of the store to load up. 

(ec) When the C. N. R. station is 
built on Ross Ave. the trafic will 
build up eastward on Ross Street, 
and within a few years the location 
suggested will no doubt be more in 
the centre of traffic than at present. 
As the fountain is to be a permanent 
affair this should be considered. 

(f) The congestion of traffic be- 
tween Helt and Gactz on Ross has 
increased rapidly and we must antici- 
pate that it will keep on increasing 
and that in time screct cars will be 
running on our streets. When that 
time comes the congestion in front 
of stores will be more than in front 
of a vacant frontage like the Dom- 
inion property. 

We would ask you to determine 
the location and to authorize us to 


have the fountain set up as soor 
as possible.

To the Editor of The News. 

As one of the organized farmers 
deeply interested in the passage of 
reciprocity, I have carefully watched 
the columns of the News for corres- 
pondence antagonistic to that meas- 
ure, and while there has been several 
letters of this kind, yet up to this 
time, with one exception, I have not 
seen a reasonable or even | plausible 
argumen: advanced against it. That 
one exception which, while not reas- 
onable, is yet plausible, is contained 
in the letter by Arthur Powne in 
the last issue. Having known Mr. 
Powne as an active. worker in the 
Central Alberta Stock Growers’ 
Association for wider and _ better 
markets, I am surpried to ace that 
he allows polizies to draw him aside 
from the firm stand he hitherto ad 
opted. As to whether his quotations 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s political 
speeches are correct ‘or not, I do 
not know, but what should concern 
Mr. Powne, myself and other siock 
men and farmers is how this agrec- 
ment,-for which we as stockmen and 
farmers are responsible, is going to 
affect our welfare. 

Mr. Powne first goes wrong in as- 
suming what he calls great ‘ od- 
vancvement in all farm products’’ in 
the matter of marketing. That our 
stock and farmers’ associations have 
done incalculable good, we are proud 
to believe, specially along the lints 
of opening our own and others eyes 
to the real state of affairs ; but to 
attribute the presen. and lately ab- 
normal high prices of live stock to 
the efforts of these associations and 
to a bettcr all round state of affairs, 
would be absurd and contradictory to 
our own teachings. I well remember 
Mr. Powne, in common with our 
other association workers, deplorinz 
the condition obtaining in our ranch 
ing and stock growing circles, that 
on account of the monopoly that es- 
isted, controlling the market of 
meat, the stock growers were com- 
pelled to go out of business. Re- 
ports were constantly coming in 
from Mr. Powne and others of the 
spaying of heifers and the slaughter 
of bulls with the prophecy that very 
soon we would have to import meat. 
That this was true’ has been amply 
proven, and, now that it has cone 
to pass, are those who have ng stock 
to sell better off because the price 
for the time being is high. I have 
Noticed that one of the favorite 
methods of the anti-reciprocity work- 
er is to quote something that i- 
recognized as an axiom of trade and 
then carefully abstain from making 
an application of it to 


the issue 
under discussion, apparently hoping 
that the reader would be so blind 


as not to notice the omission. One 
of these favorite imitation arguments 
has been that a market in the U.S 
would be no good while the U. S. 
was exporting, as che price was made 
in the old country. If they mean by 


this that real value of any article 
of which there is a surplus is set 
by its export price, then to this 
we cordially agrec, and, as proof, 


we can point to the prices of stock 
as given by Mr. Powne in his letter. 
He quotes tha: in 1908 when we 
hed a surplus and were at the mercy 
of the Canadian dealers, who were 
the exporters, the price was $3.65. 
The competition of the American 
dealers at that time enabled Mr. 
Powne and his associates to take 
shipments to Chicago, and I dis- 
tinctly remember Mr. Powne, in his 
address to our convention, state that 
he could make much more money 
buying cattle at the Canadian deal- 
ers’ prices and selling to the Ameri- 
can dealers than he could possibly 
make in raising the cattle himself, 
but on the too high appraisement 
for ducy and the many other handit 
caps placed in, his way by the deter. 
mined opposition of the Canadian 


dealers and rajlways, Mr, Powne 
found out later that he !:ad to dis- 
continue his operations; and = when 


by these practices these dealers have 
final'y squeezed the export business 
out of existence, and the supply is

but it does .not say .much for the 
profit. of that production if the pro- 
ducer is not able to keep, pace with 
his production in buying the things 
he needs. His appeal to the business 
men of the towns that. reviprocity 
would injure their trade i's contrary 
to all facts and reason, because all 
must agree that only in farmers’ 
prosperity can others prosper, except 
in the case of these protected indus- 
tries, which under protection get 
more than their share. Mr. Powne’s 
quotations from the North Western 
Miller is right to the point, but his 
deductions from this, that it would 
be “better for the Canadian people 
to take less for their wheat than 
build up the U.S. mi'ls’”’ will hardly 
be acceptable to those who object to 
a policy of ‘‘cut:ing off your nose to 
spite your face’’ even though they 
should assume that reciprocity would 
build up the U.S. mills at the ex- 
pense of the Canadian. Present con- 
ditions would prove that assumption 
to be incorrect, however, for, as a 
matter of. fact, present conditions 
are resulting in building up a great 
Minneapolis, milling trade at ihe ex- 
pense of theCanadian producer. The 
facts are, that under the duty sys- 
tem, our export hard wheat can be 
shipped through the U.S, in bond, 
which bond covers quantity, not qual 


ity, with milling in transit privi- 
leges. The result is that the dealers 
can and do take our hard wheat 


through the U.S. and either substit- 
ute for ic American soft wheat, after 
selling our hard wheat to the mills 
there for local use, or else after mil- 
ling it in transi: forward the  pro- 
duct to point of destination, cither 


way giving our hard wheat to the 
Minneapolis mills at less than its 
value to them. These facts are 


proven by statistics showing about 
one-third of our export wheat being 
shipped through American channels 
by the price of this hard wheat be- 


ing higher to the farmers an_ the 
American side of the line. With 


free trade and these secret practises 
cut out, in order to get this wheat 
which they are now ge:ting, they 
would require to come direct to the 
Canadian farmer and pay its value. 
Then if they are milling for expor: 
they will naturally save expense by 
mi ‘ing where the wheat is grown 
and ship direct, instead ‘of as now 
getting the wheat by indirect meth-

Can .the farmers of Canada afford 
to risk the breaking up of their home 
market? The market of the United 
States js in the hands of big and pow- 
erful trusts, who fix prices with little 
regard to the. interest or wishes of con- 
sumer or producer. What will be the 
effect of taking down the ‘tariff fence 
and permitting those trusts to extend 
their sphere of influence over Canada? 
Let us look into this thing- and see 
what the home market means to the 
Canadian farmer. Of $289,000,000- of 
Canada’s largest and most easily 
shipped crops In 1909, the whole. out- 
side world took less than $85,000,000 
worth. The home market. consumed 
over two hundred and four million 
dollars’ worth of grain more than we 
sold to all the rest of the world. 

to root crops. The home market con- 
‘sumed $53,500,000 worth, and the rest 
of the world bought $1,069,637 worth 
of our principal root crop, such as is 
‘used in every home. 

‘ Hay is another of our big crops, and 
jone which is always in demand. In 
‘1909, Canada raised 11,877,100 tons, 
valued at $131,644,000 worth, while the 
rest of the world bought from us 55,- 
884 tons, or something over $600,000 
‘worth, 

What about live stock? The official 
returns show that Canada had, in 1909, 
$278,789,000 worth of horses and ex- 
ported $367,256 worth. Indeed, we im-

Then they were dis- 
pleased, and they put up a tariff wall 
that was intended to starve us into a 
political marriage with them, ~ : 

That was when Canada of the St. 
Lawrence valley had no winter access 
to Europe except through American 
ports; and when only a few'men of 
the long vision saw a prosperous, popu 
lated Canada; the ~ acknowledged 
leader of the younger commonwealth 
of the British Empire. . 

They thought we must come in. I 
have often becn asked, in the United 
States, before the present revival of 
Reciprocity was put on the boards, 
whether I didn’t think Canada was 
bound to come into the Union. 

And now that Reciprocity has come 
to serve the very policy for which the 
United States denied it in the years 
ago—I mean the aggrandizement of 
the United States—it is taken for 
granted by our neighbors that union 
is bound to follow. The new phrase 
among the foreign diplomats at Wash- 
ington is truthfully reported to be, 
“From the Pole to Panama.” | 

Now, what is the answer of our 
Neverlooks to this dominant temper 
in the United States? It is that if 
they want union, we don’t. The fool 
that rocks the boat always forgets 
that there is a_ great deal more water 
than boat. The little fellow who Is 


-told that he must choose whether he 


will travel. his own way, or with the 
big fellow who personally did all he 
could to thwart his business amb!- 
tions; and who chooses the big fellow 
in the bellef that he is serving his own 
permanent interests—well; it doesn't 
seem much use telling him he is at 
the parting of the ways. 

The American says, “Train with me. 
Come my way. Never mind the plans 
you have been making for yourself.” 

What will you reply? Can you 
teach him anything? Youcan. If you 
were Canada’s spokesman this is 
about what you would say: 

“Permit me to offer you the lesson 
you taught me. When I was a national 
infant I thought I needed your help, 
and that without it I could not attain 
the stature of a man. I wanted to sell 
my goods to you. You turned your 
back on me. You did it many times. 
You showed me how to rely on myself 
and my kinsmen across the seas, I 
did not know what I could do till I 
tried. 

“The last time I sent my represen- 
tative to you he came back with the 
story of your own hardness, and with 
the news of the sure foundation on 
which my prosperity could rest. His 
mame was Laurier, and he informed 
you, he informed the rest of the world, 
that I had turned my back on the 
hopes that had centred in you; and 
had turned my fece to British bust- 
ness, and was building railways to 
make secure and permanent that same 
business. 

“The difference between what I 
thought I needed, a long time ago, and 
what I now know I can do without, is 
the difference between a poor, timid 
farmer looking for a loan and that 
same farmer turned bank director. 

“I admire you. Your business abil- 
{ty is marvellous. You have a perfect 
genius for obtaining control. 

“I have discovered that linked with 
the mere buying and selling across a 
counter, and with the hauling of wheat 
in a box-car, there are deep and strong 
tides of national life. You don’t hesi- 
tate to teil me you want to control my 
‘trade. I don’t intend to have it con: 
trolled. You had your chance when | 
was young and green. I’ve got a 
country that hasn't all the advantages 
of climate and variety of resources 
But it is one of a 
-world-wide cluster of countries that 
have the greatest possible part to 
play in the world’s history. It reaches 
‘out to the Old World from its Eastern 
‘courts. It touches all the wealth of 
iAsia and the Islands of the Sea, from 
‘ts shores on the Pacific. I have an 
asset in the Old Land that you have 
forfeited. I have a stake in the 
‘Orient that you cannot hope to emu. 
late. I have a destiny, which a 
\course, unfettered by entanglements 
‘with you, will help to make glorious. 
You tell me that I am at the parting 
‘ways, Soletit be. You go your way; 
I’ll go mine.” 

' And the American will learn a whole 
lot when you talk to him like that.

~ Gan Teach Us |

Next to being born a Canadian, |

We are 
apt to forget that in patriotism. 

Those who come to us have to be 
born again. If ever there was a coun- 
try in which patriotigm should burn 
with a vehement flame, it is Canada. 
Look to it. 

Two. Their willingness to adapt 
themselves to changed circumstances. 

Tradition is splendid, within lim- 
its. “As it was in the beginning, is 
now, and ever shall be” is not an in- 
fallible political principle, for this is 
@ progressive world. 

There is danger, too, of falling into 
the habit of the fellow who said, 
“These are my sentiments; if you 
don’t like ’em I'll change 'em.” The 
wise man often changes his mind, the 
fool never; but the wise man does not 
change merely to suit somebody else. 

The American is pre-eminent in the 
world for his readiness to change his 
method of regarding questions of 
trade and of politics. He thought he 
could freeze Canada to himself by a 
high tariff. It didn’t work, so he tries 
Reciprocity—which we asked for long, 
long ago. 

If we go back to it we show that 
we don’t adapt ourselves to changing 
conditions. We have outgrown our 
notions of commercial dependence on 
the American. We must not be ca- 
joled into going back forty years for 
our ideas. Sir Wilfrid Laurier leaps 
backwards over 1907, 1908, 1901 and 
1897—years in which he emphatically 
repudiated reciprocity. He is like a 
venerable man who goes out to meet 
an old sweetheart and expects to find 
her young and blooming as she was 
forty years ago. 

Three. Thelr unbounded falth In 
the future. 

Sir Wilfrid has had his spells of 
this splendid quality. He once said, 
“The Twentieth Century belongs to 
Canada.” In conformity with this he 
said, “The best and most effective 
way to maintain friendship with our 
American neighbors is to be absolute- 
ly independent of them.” Last winter 
President Taft said, “Canada is at the 
parting of the ways.” Canada is ex- 
pected to make reply, “Thy way, not 
mine, O Taft.” . 

On the reciprocity question Sir Wil- 
frid spoke again, only four years ago 
he declared to the Imperial Confer- 
ence, “There was a time when we 
wanted Reciprocity with the United 
States We have said good-bye 
to that trade and we now put all our 
hopes upon the British trade.” 

The future was to he as the past 
had been—a development of com- 
merce, of social and national senti- 
ment, east and west, and not predomi- 
nantly north and south. We express- 
ed our confidence in the future. Noth- 
ing was to draw us into the seductive 
embraces of the United States. We 
began a new transcontinental railway 
that will cost three times as much as 
was intended as a proof of our dis- 
tinctiveness from the big. neighbor. 
And then we began to play his game. 
From turning our back upon him we 
began to turn our back upon ourselves, 
When you become afraid of your Fu- 
ture, good-bye to your Future. , 

Four. Their determination to Hoe 
thelr own Row. : 

I never heard of a man who chose 
hoeing as a holiday occupation. I 
never liked it when I was on the farm. 
But you can’t have a garden without 
plentiful use of this familiar compan- 
jon of the backache. It’s the hoe that 
puts potatoes and beets, carrots and 
beans, and all the vegetable luxuries 
on the table. ; 

What was the hoe in the national 
development of the United States? 

It was protection of young indus- 
tries. The United States decided to 
make the most of their own resources 
by helping industrial expansion with a 
tariff. They becam®the greatest man- 
ufacturing country in the world. They. 
have done it by hoeing their own row.. 

Canada took a leaf out of their book. 
She could not have had her big in- 
dustrial cities any other way. Her 
home market would have been a negli- 
gible quantity if she bad been content. 
to be merely a getter of raw material 
for somebody else. : 

The Americans want her raw mater- 
fal. Let her learn of them and make’ 
the most of her own raw material, It- 
will be wise learning. ‘
